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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach a projection optical system comprising, in combination with the additionally recited 
features, a plurality of reflecting surfaces, each of the surfaces having a curvature and wherein 
the expression: O < (SO x | (3 |)/S1<8 is satisfied. The prior art does not teach a 
projection optical system comprising, in combination with the additionally recited features, a 
plurality of reflecting surfaces, each of the surfaces having a curvature and an aperture stop 
disposed closer to the image forming element than a final reflecting surface closest to the 
projection surface wherein an image of the aperture stop is formed between the aperture stop and 
the final reflecting surface. For example, Sunaga (U.S. Patent No. 6,626,541) teaches that the 
image of the aperture stop Ssa is formed between the projection surface and the final reflecting 
surface closest to the projection surface, not between the aperture stop and the final reflecting 
surface.
